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MARY JANE Brain Misner 
has made a career of minis- 
tering to people. A 1957 
graduate of St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal School of Nursing, she’s 
been a nurse for almost 40 
years. And, for the past nine 
years, she’s also been an 
ordained deacon of the Epis- 
copal Church, serving at St. 
Luke’s Episcopal Church in 
Whitewater, Wisc., where 
she blends her desire to care 
for people’s spiritual health 
with her ability to care for 
their physical health in a 
very special ministry. 

“My whole life is minis- 
tering to other people,” she 
says simply and without 
pride. She began as a private 
duty nurse and, over the 
years, has been a hospital 
staff nurse, a homecare nurse 
and a hospice nurse. Misner 
also has worked in nursing 
homes and, in the mid- 


1970s, graduated from the 
University of Wisconsin’s 
geriatric nurse practitioner 
program. 

Today, Misner earns a liv- 
ing as a case manager and clin- 
ical supervisor for a private 
home health agency in White- 
water. As a deacon, she pro- 
claims the gospel, assists with 
church services, preaches, 
teaches and counsels. 

And Mary Misner is also 
a parish nurse, running St. 
Luke’s parish nurse ministry, 
“It’s holistic healthcare pro- 
claimed through the church 
to care for the body, mind 
and spirit,” she explains. 
Misner, another nurse and 
parish volunteers staff the 
program, providing services 
for the homebound, and 
operating a prayer chain. 

The program also runs a 
monthly clinic where people 
come to be weighed, have 


their blood pressure checked, 
find answers to their health- 
care questions, and get refer- 
rals for health care. The 
clinic is offered during one of 
the “Gathering” nights. 

“During the Gathering, 
the parish serves meals the 
last two days of the month 
and on the first day of the 
next month to people who 
are hungry. Those are the 
days the welfare and Social 
Security checks are waning,” 
Misner explains. 

Misner says the Gather- 
ing attracts between 25 and 


80 people, ranging from con- 
struction workers to farm 
laborers to students who 
attend the University of 
Wisconsin at Whitewater. 
“This is a ministry to people 
who have not,” says Misner, 
“but many come just to be 
social, too.” 

The unique healthcare 
ministry includes prayer, 
the laying on of hands and 
anointing with oil at St. Luke’s 
Wednesday night eucharist 
services and at the quarterly 
Sunday healing service.

DEBORAH Gross’s research 
on living through those 
tough toddler years has so far 
shown that a simple inter- 
vention, an interactive 
group training program in 
effective parenting, can 
lower the stress of managing 
a toddler while increasing 
the confidence it takes to get 
through the terrible twos. 

Gross, who earned a 
DNSC from Rush in 1983, is 
a professor in the College of 
Nursing and has been study- 
ing maternal confidence since 
1989. Following 12 weekly 
group sessions on how to deal 
effectively with the toddlers, 
the mostly Caucasian, mostly 
middle-class mothers in her 
1992 pilot study reported less 
stress and more confidence. 
They also demonstrated 
improvements in their inter- 
actions with their toddlers — 
they used more praise, less 
criticism and fewer physical 
interventions. 

Now, funded by a $1.5 
million federal grant, Gross 
plans to take her research 
into low-income Chicago 
neighborhoods to see if the 
intervention principles prac- 
ticed in the training pro- 
grams will work with other 
families and with teachers in 
licensed daycare centers. 

Many parents will agree 
that the toddler stage is a 
tough one for most house- 
holds. Two- and three-year- 
olds are no longer sweet little 
babies who stay put and out 
of mischief. They’re mobile,

they’re exploring the world 
and they’re into everything. 

Some toddlers are what 
Gross calls tough kids. 
“They’re intense, persistent, 
active and negative. Seventy- 
to-80 percent of the parents 
involved in this program 
have boys.” 

The parents — most often, 
the mothers — feel ineffective 
in dealing with their children. 
Mothers become confused, 
stressed and begin to lack 
confidence about their ability 
to rear a child. 


It doesn’t have to be this 
way, even with a tough kid, 
says Gross. “It’s not the par- 
ent’s fault. They need a 
plan, and toddlerhood is the 
time to set up early patterns 
of discipline and expected 
behavior.” 

Participants in Gross’s 
study attend weekly two- 
hour meetings. Led by two 
group leaders trained by 
Gross, parents learn to play 
with their children and to 
use a praise and reward sys- 
tem to manage their behav- 
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ior. Parents are taught how 
to set effective limits, man- 
age misbehavior and solve 
problems. The program is 
based on one developed by 
Carolyn Webster-Stratton of 
the University of Washing- 
ton. 

The training uses video 
vignettes of parents “doing 
things right and not so right 
when a parent-child prob- 
lem develops,” says Gross. 
“The vignettes act to stimu- 
late group discussion and 
problem solving.” 

The entire program 
focuses on making parents 
feel good about their ideas 
on child rearing, and helps 
them teach their children to 
feel good about themselves. 

Some of the things the 
program teaches parents are: 


e Pay attention to behavior 
you want to see more of. 
Much of the program is 
spent undoing the ten- 
dency of parents to pay lots 
of attention to misbehavior. 


¢ Give effective commands. 
Parents are encouraged to 
tell their child exactly what 
he needs to do and then to 
praise him specifically 
when he does it, which is 
very effective with two- 
and three-year-olds, says 
Gross. “Unlabelled praise, 
like ‘Oh, you’re a good 
boy,’ doesn’t work as well 
as labelled praise ‘I like the 
way you put on your coat,” 
she explains.

THE EDUCATION of 
nurses continues to evolve. 
I am pleased to tell you that 
Rush College of Nursing is 
constantly seeking ways to 
make education more acces- 
sible to women and men 
who want to participate in 
graduate as well as in under- 
graduate nursing studies. 
Two new College of 
Nursing programs illustrate 
ways in which we are striv- 
ing to meet the needs of 
graduate nursing students: 


e Nine nurses graduated in 
February as members of 
the first class in the Col- 
lege of Nursing’s acute 
care nurse practitioner 
program. (See related arti- 
cle in Rush Record’s 
“Medical Front” section. ) 
The nine, all of whom 
already held master of 
nursing degrees, took only 
the courses they needed to 
meet nurse practitioner 
certification requirements. 
Seven of the nine Febru- 
ary grads are Rush 
employees, working in 
areas like the pediatrics 
intensive care unit and 
the heart transplant unit. 


e Our doctor of nursing sci- 
ence program offers a full- 
time summer doctoral 
program to accommodate 
busy lifestyles. It’s been 
tailored especially for fac- 
ulty members who have 
the summer off, and is 
based on classes offered for 
nine weeks during three 


consecutive summers. 
During the rest of the aca- 
demic year, doctoral can- 
didates work on their 
dissertations while taking 
approved, transferable 
courses at universities 
close to home. For more

e The College of Nursing 
and Chicago’s Roosevelt 
University have put 
together a creative pro- 
gram that is ideal for 
nurses who want to spe- 
cialize and develop careers 
as advanced practice 
nurses. The program, 
designed for registered 
nurses, admits students to 
both Roosevelt and Rush. 
After earning bachelor’s 
degrees in patient services 
at Roosevelt, the nurses 
directly enter the Rush 
graduate program. Roo- 
sevelt’s flexible scheduling 
will allow working nurses 
to study part time at both 
the Chicago and Arling- 
ton Heights campuses. Of 
particular interest is the 
fact that the program has 
contributed to an increase 
in our enrollment of 
minority students. 


A recent survey of the 
employment patterns of peo- 
ple who have earned doctor 
of nursing degrees from the 
College of Nursing found that 
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93 percent are employed. 
The work they do is so varied. 
Our ND grads work as execu- 
tives, consultants, teachers, 
certified nurse practitioners 
and midwives. The ND pro- 
gram was established in 1990, 
graduated its first class in 
1991 and has awarded a total 
of 66 degrees. Fifty-eight of 
those Rush NDs, or 88 per- 
cent, responded to the survey. 

Our undergraduates are 
doing well, too. Ninety-six 
percent of Rush College of 
Nursing graduates who took 
the National Council Licen- 
sure Examination for Regis- 
tered Nurses for the first time 
in 1995 passed the test, which 
is required for licensure in Illi- 
nois. The national pass rate is 
90 percent, and the Illinois 
pass rate, 91 percent. 

The support of alumni is 
important to both our gradu- 
ate and undergraduate pro- 
grams. Your contributions 
fund scholarships and make 
special enrichment programs 
possible. Moreover, your 
support of the Nurses 
Alumni Association 
Endowed Chair in Health 
and the Aging Process will 
help the College continue to 
recruit top-flight faculty as 
well as high caliber students.

“Being the parish nurse 
is part of my deaconate min- 
istry to serve people as Jesus 
would,” says Misner. 

Mary Misner can’t 
remember when she didn’t 
want to be a nurse. “There 
was no other choice for me,” 
she says, recalling childhood 
photographs of herself in a 
nurse’s uniform costume 
complete with cap and bib. 
“And St. Luke’s was the only 
place I was going to go.” 

Her connection to the 
church is deeply rooted, too. 
“l’m what we call a ‘cradle 
Episcopalian,” she says. “My 
grandparents started Episco- 
pal churches along the way 
as they emigrated from 
Canada to the midwestern 
United States.” 

She knows her calling to 
her church’s ministry goes 
back a long way, as well, 
because, when cleaning 
recently, she found some- 
thing that perfectly illus- 
trates it. She came across a 


water color she did when she 
was a south-side Chicago 
eighth grader taking Satur- 
day classes at the Art Insti- 
tute. “The assignment was to 
paint a picture of our 
favorite place to be,” says 
Misner. “I painted myself 
kneeling in the sanctuary of 
a church, so you can see, 
that from the time I was a 
girl, there was a connection 
between me and the altar.” 

Misner realized during 
consultation with her spiri- 
tual adviser in the early 
1980s that she did want to 
proclaim the gospel from the 
altar as an adult. 

The education of an 
Episcopal deacon usually 
takes three years of individu- 
alized study. “I liked it so 
much, I repeated a year, and 
took four-and-a-half years to 
finish,” laughs Misner. She 
studied at Hashota House 
Seminary in Oconomowac, 
Wisc., taking classes in 
church history, the New and 
Old Testaments, theology 
and the work of the church. 


During this preparation 


period, postulents are asked 
often, “Why do you want to 
be ordained? How will ordi- 
nation affect you?” 

“My time in study 
affirmed my calling,” says 
Misner “I felt called by God 
to be one of His special peo- 
ple, to do His work for His 
people. I am different, but I 
am the same. I have one foot 
in the world and one foot in 
the church, and I try to inte- 
grate the two so others can 
see Our Lord at work through 
me. It’s hard, but with every 
step, every tear, every joy, it’s 
a very special place to be.” 

Misner has no plans to 
become an Episcopal priest. 
“As a permanent deacon, I 
work directly with people. If 
I were a parish priest, I’d also 
have to be concerned about 
things like budgets. I like 
where | am. Even though I 
have organizational skills, 
I’m not called to be a priest.” 

Misner honed many of 
those skills while studying to 
be a nurse at St. Luke’s in the 
mid-1950s. “When I was fin- 
ished there, I knew how to 


organize patient care. I knew 
bedside nursing, how to orga- 
nize people to do what needs 
to be done and how to runa 
floor. | knew how to enter the 
system and how to work a sys- 
tem, which has been very 
valuable to me. As third-year 
St. Luke’s students, we 
worked night shifts in the 
hospital. Working with doc- 
tors and residents, there was 
true partnership and team- 
work in caring for patients. 
That was very important to 
me as a student, and it made 
me feel valuable.” 

The most difficult part of 
being a student at St. Luke’s 
was getting back to the dorm 
on South Indiana Avenue 
before the doors were 
locked, Misner recalls. 
“And, oh, those starched 
collars on our uniforms!” 

Misner and her husband, 
Daniel, a retired public 
school administrator, live in 
Walworth, Wisc., which is 
about 25 miles south of 
Whitewater. They are the 
parents of four grown chil- 
dren and three grandchildren.

e Time-outs are effective in 
disciplining a child. “A 
time-out is a controlled, 
extended ignoring of a 
child,” says Gross. “It can 
be more effective than 
spanking.” 


The intervention pro- 
gram worked with mostly 
middle class Caucasian par- 
ents in the pilot group, who 
one year later were still 
using many of the principles 
they learned. “The parents 
now know how to stop the 
struggle between parent and 
child because they have a 
sense of what’s effective. 
They stick with it because 
it’s a clear way to handle 
behavior. Parent training 
says it isn’t your fault. You 
just need a plan.” 

One year after the pilot 


study ended, confidence lev- 
els rose 31 points over their 
baseline scores. In contrast, 
confidence scores among a 
controlled group of mothers 
dropped 16 points below 
baseline. 

“Now we need to know if 
it will work in families over- 
whelmed with stress — the 
‘working poor’ who live in 
neighborhoods with lots of 
problems — and if it’s feasi- 
ble to put it into practice in 


daycare centers, where 
teachers often are under- 
paid, underappreciated and 
overstressed,” says Gross. 

What’s the result Gross 
hopes for from her study? 
“A training program that 
promotes good mental 
health for parents, and for 
children,” says the mother 
of two elementary school- 
age children, who uses the 
principles in her own child 
rearing.

Class of 


O Rush 
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Students expand their knowledge at Interfaith

ON ANY given day, 


upwards of 50 homeless men 
and women stay at a com- 
munal living center called 
Interfaith House, recuperat- 
ing from illness. Depending 
on their health problem, 
they can stay for up to three 
months. The facility, located 
just a few miles west of 
Rush, provides a clean bed, 
three meals a day in the 
cafeteria, a small library and 
educational opportunities. 
What it didn’t have until 
October 1995 were nurse 
practitioners to conduct 
health histories and physical 
assessments and to provide 
follow-up care. 

So the Department of 
Community Health Nursing, 
thanks to funding from the 
Washington Square Health 
Foundation, set up a clinical 
site at Interfaith House for 
undergraduate and graduate 
nursing students. 

“This is a wonderful 
learning experience,” says 


Debbie Murphy, a nurse 


practitioner student. “I get 
to see so many people with a 
variety of medical condi- 
tions — everything from an 
abscessed tooth to diabetes.”

Students work under the 
guidance of Julie Marfell, ND 
94, BSN ’90, RN, CS, FNP, 
practitioner teacher at Rush 
and the coordinating nurse 
practitioner faculty for the 


work with other volunteer 
staff, including physicians, 
social workers and pastors. 
“Our approach here is holis- 
tic,” says Marfell. “This is a 


good opportunity to not only 


address medical concerns, 
but also other issues of the 
patient’s life and be a part of 
the community.” The staff 
does not release patients 
back on to the street or even 
to a shelter after their stay at 
Interfaith has ended. Instead, 
they find temporary housing 
for patients. They also help 
patients with substance abuse 
problems get into appropriate 
treatment programs. 

“Interfaith House is a 
rich clinical laboratory site 
for learning about complete 
physical assessments,” says 
Cheryl Easley, PhD, RN, 
chairperson and associate 
professor of the Department 
of Community Health Nurs- 
ing. “Beyond that, it’s a good 
place for students to work 
with a group that is particu- 
larly vulnerable and med- 
ically underserved.” 

The Department of Com- 
munity Health Nursing is 
charged with providing com- 
plete, cost-effective health

services and referrals and an 
educational opportunity for 
nursing students. They were 
also interested in contribut- 
ing to the body of knowledge 
about health services for the 
homeless through an evalua- 
tion of this project and the 
health needs that were iden- 
tified and met. “Having more 
knowledge will allow us to 
determine what proactive 
measures, such as education, 
might address the health 
problems most often faced by 
homeless people,” says Easley.

In this conversation with 
News + Views editor, Audrey 
Nagelberg, Faut-Callahan 
talks about her career, and 
what the future holds for 
nurse anesthetists. 


News + Views: What did 
receiving the Distinguished 
Alumna Award mean to you? 
Faut-Callahan: Being recog- 
nized by my peers was espe- 
cially rewarding. I’ve been at 
Rush for my whole career. 
Most of the nurses who 
taught me in the operating 
room were Presbyterian or 
St. Luke’s grads. I have such 
tremendous respect for peo- 
ple who have graduated not 
only from the university, but 
from preceding programs. 
Some of the real old-timers 
like Ruth Schmidt were very 
important in my overall 
career development. 


N+V: What inspired you to 


choose nursing as a 
career? 

Faut-Callahan: | hate to 
date myself, but growing 
up back in the 60s and 
early 70s, women were 
either nurses or teachers. 
I have a twin sister, Mary 
Faut Rodts, MS ’80, RN, 
ONC, who is also a nurse 
and works with a Rush 
orthopedic surgeon in pri- 
vate practice. 

I’ve always been inter- 
ested in being in an oper- 
ating room. Operating 
rooms seemed so exciting 
to me. But when | got 
there, I saw that there 
were other nursing opportu- 
nities that I wasn’t even 
aware of. I was attracted to 
the hands-on aspect of nurse 
anesthesia, more so than 
being an operating room 
nurse. Interestingly enough, 
when | was an undergraduate 
at Loyola, some of my profes- 
sors told me that if I chose to 
be a nurse anesthetist I 
wouldn’t be a nurse anymore 
— meaning I wouldn’t be 
involved in patient care. I 
was stunned at this response 
because when | saw a nurse 
anesthetist taking care of a 
patient — watching the 
monitors, taking blood pres- 
sures, and keeping the 
patient comfortable — all of 
those things said nursing to . 
me. In retrospect, I’m really 
grateful that my career ended 
up the way it did. 


N+V: How has the field of 
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Margaret Faut-Callahan addresses the 


audience at the Alumni Banquet. 


nurse anesthesia changed 
since you started your career? 
Faut-Callahan: Although the 
number of nurse anesthetists 
has remained constant, the 
scope and depth of the prac- 
tice has grown. That’s mostly 
attributed to the fact that 
patient care has changed dra- 
matically over the past 20 
years. Patients are sicker and 
are coming in for more 
advanced types of surgical 
procedures. We’re operating 
on patients today that we 
would not have seen 20 years 
ago, such as preemies and 
geriatric patients. 


N+V: What challenges do 
nurse anesthetists face 
specifically in Illinois? 
Faut-Callahan: The Illinois 
Nursing Act is up for review. 
Nurse anesthetists are very 
concerned about the lan- 
guage that regards their prac-

tice. In the current act, 
we're not very pleased 
with the language that 
defines our role. We are 
looking for not only title 
recognition, but also scope 
of practice recognition. 
We will also be looking for 
some prescriptive author- 
ity. We’re fortunate at 
Rush in that we have a 
very good working rela- 
tionship with anesthesiol- 
ogists. We work hard to 

_ limit the tensions that may 
be occurring at other local 
and national institutions. 


N+V: There is a poster 
on your door from the 
American Association of 
Nurse Anesthetists that says: 
“A Profession for the Future: 
Nurse Anesthesia. Respect, 
Responsibility and 
Rewards.” Do you have a 
professional mission? 
Faut-Callahan: My mission is 
very focused. I am committed 
to finding the best ways to 
educate nurses to be nurse 
anesthetists and provide the 
best patient care. I’m also 
searching for ways that anes- 
thesiologists and nurse anes- 
thetists can work well 
together. I clearly support the 
concept of team anesthesia, 
— anesthesiologists working 
together with nurses. | hope 
that over time, our profes- 
sional organizations will come 
together to determine what is 
best before legislators create a 
mandate. I’d like to be a part 
of shaping our future. 
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IN THE TWO years I have 
served as your president, I 
have had many gratifying 
experiences interacting with 
alumni and speaking with 
students about the heritage of 
the College of Nursing. But 
the festivities during Home- 
coming are surely at the top 
of my list. Homecoming 
gives me an opportunity to 
get to know more of you ona 
personal basis. It is also a 
pleasure to see alumni catch- 
ing up with old friends. This 
year, the energy and enthusi- 
asm during the Alumni Ban- 
quet was infectious. I also got 
a first-hand feeling for the 
depth of our alumni’s support 
for the college’s activities. 
Your support is truly appreci- 
ated — it is so crucial to the 
continued success of the col- 
lege’s programs.

Rush University also 
bestowed an honorary degree 
of Doctor of Humane Letters 
to Claire Fagin, PhD, leader- 
ship professor and dean emeri- 
tus at the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Nurs- 
ing. Fagin has served with 
dedication and uncommon 
insight as a nurse educator for 
more than 40 years. In 1977, 
while she was director of the 
Health Professions Institute in 
New York, she accepted the 
position of professor and dean 
of the School of Nursing at 
the University of Pennsylva- 
nia. In 1993, she was chosen 
to be interim president of 
Penn — becoming the first 
woman to serve as chief exec- 
utive officer at Penn, and the 
first woman ever to serve as 
an interim president at an ivy 
league school. 


WE’RE MOVING 

Plans are in the works to 
move the College of Nursing 
from Schweppe-Sprague 
Hall to a new home in the 
Academic Facility.

PRIMARY CARE 
CURRICULUM LAUNCHED 
Last year I reported that 
evolving healthcare trends 
made it necessary for us to 
change our undergraduate 
curriculum to focus on prac- 
tice opportunities in commu- 
nity and outpatient settings. 
The first year of this new cur- 
riculum has been very success- 
ful. In addition, the graduate 
program’s primary care practi- 
tioner programs realized a dra- 
matic increase in enrollment. 
For the faculty to remain 
updated in the role of nursing 
in primary care, a major vol- 
untary re-tooling program has 
been initiated.

FUNDING OF GENETIC

40-year grads celebrate 


Twenty-six members of the class of ’56 from Presbyterian 
Hospital School of Nursing gathered for lunch at the

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lilinois Nursing Act of 


1987 ready to sunset 


Several Rush nurses have 
been involved in the writing 
of the language of the IIli- 
nois Nursing Act of 1987, 
which sunsets in 1997. The 
act, which governs the prac- 
tice of all registered nurses 
and licensed practical nurses 
in Illinois, is required to be 
reviewed every 10 years. 

The sunset process is 
important because state leg- 
islators have the authority to 
debate and determine which 
provisions are added or 
deleted from the Act, and 
failure to reauthorize the 
Act in 1997 could place the 
public health of the citizens 
of Illinois at risk. 

Given the importance of 
the Act, the nursing commu- 
nity in Illinois has formed 
the Nursing Act Planning 
Committee to assist in the 
development of new legisla- 


tive language and provide 
organizational structure to 
the sunset process. Stephen 
A. Flaherty, MS 92, CRNA, 
works to recognize advanced 
practice nursing in Illinois; 
Sally Brozenec, PhD, MS 
’77, RN, represents the IIli- 
nois League for Nursing; 
Claudia Jorgenson, MS 795, 
represents the Emergency 
Nurses Association; and 
Margaret Faut- Callahan, 
DNSc ’84, MS ’79, and 
Carol Hyde-Basso, MS ’87, 
ND 95, serve as representa- 
tives of advanced practice 
nurses.
